Monday’s issue of the Calgary 
Albertan contains the followmg 
item, published without date line 
or other indication of its origin 
or authership. 

‘‘The employees of the 
Edmonton printing offices 
have gone on strike,demand- 
ing, it is understcod, the 
Winnipeg scale of $18.” 

‘‘Both newspapers, the 
Bulletin and the Evening 
Journal, have necessarily 
had to cease publication, 
pending a settlement or an 
adjustment of differences.” 


After the full explanation of 
the situation published in yes- 
terday’s edition of the Bulletin it 
is only necessary to point out 
that the printers did not go on 
strike, that the trouble did not 
arise over the scale of wages to 
be paid and that neither Edmon- 
ton papers has missed an issue.

WANTS TO BE A CAPITAL. 

In an editorial on the question of 
Provincial Autonomy the Calgary 
Hera'd says: 


‘With Manitoba demanding with 
some justice and energy, the extension 
of her borders t-ward the westward, 
there is a probability that the western 
boundaries of that province will be 
brought far enough ‘owxrd central 


Assiniboia as to mako Calgary’s c'aim 
to the capital of one of the new 
provinces, if two are formed, incon. 
troveitable. This at ieast is the pre 


sent treud of events. 


Object to Belng Annexed. 

“The difficulty in the way of ex- 
tending Manitobas boundaries wess- 
ward is that ths people particularly 
interested decline to be annexed. 
The Moosomin Spectator, published 
in the territory which Manitoba 
wouid like to secure, says in its last 
issue : 

“* We believe that the large majority 
of people of the Territories are opposed 
to the extension of the Manitoba 
boundary westward and, since the 
putting of all the Territories under 
one Government might in time give 
the new Province a _preponderating 
influence in the Federal affairs, the 
creation of two new provinces would 
best meet wishes of the Territorial 
people. 

“There is no disguising the fact 
that the present rulers of Manitoba 
are looking with huagry eyes towards 
the Territories and would consider 
themselves fortunate in having a large 
slice of Assiniboia affixed to their 
Prairie Province. But there are 
features of the Governmental system 
of Manitoba =pon which the people 
of Assiniboia. the ones most directly 
concerned, do not look kindly. 

“*The Territorial : fiwirs may not 
have been managed che beat way 
possible, but we venture to say they 
have been managed more econom eally 
and wisely than the aff.irs of Mani- 
toba, and from the experience of the 
past the rulers of the Territories either 
of one or two Provinces, may better be 
trusted with the management of affairs 
than Manitoba with its adoption and 
absorption of old provincial ideals 
not always compatible with western 


néeds.’”
